DETROIT, March 13 (AP)—The 
General Motors strike, costliest 
and longest in automobile indus- 
try history, was settled today. The 
CIO United Auto Workers union 
accepted a management offer of 
an 18% cents an hour wage in- 
crease plus adjustments of in- 
equalities in wage rates in certain 


plants. 

Hailing the settlement as 4 
union victory, UAW-CIO top of- 
ficers said “other economic 
clauses,” including improved va- 
cation pay, improved overtime 
rates and equal pay for women, 
“brings the tota] average hourly 
increase well above 19% cents” 
which the union had demanded, 

Contract for Two Years. 

General Motors said the con- 
tract to be signed would run for 
two years; that the flat increase 
of 18% cents hourly would apply 
to all wage classification rates ef- 
fective with the date of ratifica- 
tion by the union and that all em- 
ployes who worked between Nov. 
7, 194£ two weeks before the 
strike was called and the date of 
ratification shall receive an_ in- 
crease of 13% cents an hour for 
all hours worked between those 
dates. 

That was the only retroactive 
feature of the agreement. 

Negotiations for settlement of 
the strike that made 175,000 pro- 
duction workers idle for 113 days 
long had been stymied on the un- 
ion’s demand for a 19%-cent hour- 
ly increase and the management's 
refusal to go higher than 18% 
cents. 

The union, in its statement, said 
the corporation had agreed to 
grant the general increase to all 
miscellaneous units of employes, 
represented by the UAW-CIO, in- 
cluding office and clerical work- 


STALIN CALLS CHURCHILL’S 
SPEECH A ‘DANGEROUS ACT’ 


Says Briton Aims at Armed Bloc Hostile to 
Russia—Hiuints at Ending Treaty 
With England. 


LONDON, March 13 (UP)— 
Generalissimo Stalin charged to- 
night that Winston Churchill had 
delivered a “sort of” untimatum 
to the non-English speaking world 
and predicted that “Churchill and 
his friends” will be beaten if they 
succeed in organizing armed in- 
tervention against eastern Europe. 

Stalin bluntly declared _ that 
Churchill's attitude was incom- 
patible wtih the 20-year Anglo- 
Russian treaty of alliance and 
scoffed at suggestions it should 
be extended to 50 years, as pro- 
posed by Foreign Secretary Ernest 
Bevin. 

“I don’t know whether Church- 
ill and his friends will succeed in 
organizing a new armed interven- 
tion against eastern Europe after 
the second World War,” said Stal- 
in, “but I say confidently they 
would be beaten.” 

Stalin emphasized the gravity 


of the diplomatic crisis between 
the three great powers by break- 
ing his silence to speaks in terms 
as blunt and frank as those em- 
ployed by the former British prime 
minister in his Fulton, Mo., ad- 
dress. 

Stalin’s views were presented in 
an interview with Pravda, the of- 
ficial organ of the Communist 
party. It was broadcast* by the 
Moscow radio. 

‘Stalin directly compared Church- 
ill with Adolf Hitler and accused 
the British statesmen of employ- 
ing Hitlerian tactics in an effort 
to cement a bloc of English-speak- 
ing peoples against Russia. This 
apparently was a reference to 
Churchill's proposal] for an Ameri- 
can-British military alliance. 

He called Churchill’s speech a 
“dangerous act” and one endanger- 
ing the co-operation of nations. He

DAYLIGHT SAVING 
BILL REPORTED 


OUT FAVORABLY 


Aldermanic Committee 
Urges Termination in 


September Instead of 
October. 


The bill to provide daylight sav- 
ing time for St. Louis during the 
summer months was reported out 
today by the aldermanic Legisla- 
tion Committee with a recom- 
mendation that the measure be 
passed. The committee also rec- 
ommended the bill be amended to 
terminate on the last Sunday of 
September, instead of the last 
Sunday of October, as is now pro- 
vided. 

The measure will come before 
the board for final action March 
22. A majority of the aldermen 
have told the Post-Dispatch they 
favor the legislation. Four mem- 
bers of the board, who had said 
they were undecided or were op- 
posed to it, today said they would 
vote for it in view of its indorse- 
ment by St. Louis County and 
East Side communities. 

This brings the number of 
aldermen favoring the bill to 16, 
one more than the needed major- 
ity for passage. Only three of the 
aldermen are definitely opposed 
to it, eight are undecided and one 
could not be reached. 

Mayor to Sign Bill. 

Mayor Aloys P. Kaufmann has 
said he would sign the bill, if it 
is passed by’ the aldermen. His 
signature would make it effective 
immediately, as the bill contains 
an emergency clause, and daylight 
saving time would go into effect 
April 28. 

The board members who have

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Forsythia Blooming Too Early, 
And Weatherman Gives Warning 


Spring has arrived about two 
weeks earlier than usual, if one 
judges from the evidence of pro- 
fusely blooming forsythia through- 
out St. Louis, but Shaw’s Garden 
experts say that few other spring 
flowers and shrubs are ahead of 
time. 

Meanwhile, Weather Forecaster 
Harry F. Wahlgren sounded a 
somber note of warning to those 
who would forget the vagaries of, 
St. Louis weather at this time of 
year. “In April, 1886, six and a 
half inches of snow fell and on 
April 3, 1936, the temperature 
dropped to 20 above zero,” he said. 

“And on March 30-31, 1890, 20.4 
inches of snow fell during a 24- 
hour period,” he added, gloomily. 
“But I’m hoping like everybody 
else—except the coal dealers—that 
the warm weather will keep up.” 

Dr. Edgar Anderson, geneticist 
at Shaw’s Garden, who keeps 
records of the earliness and late- 
ness of signs of spring, had a 
reason for the early appearance of 
forsythia blooms. 


“We've had lots of warm days 


and plenty of rain, but not enough 
intense heat to warm the soil,” he 
explained. “As a result the for- 
sythia is out two or three weeks 
early, but the bulbous plants, 
which need warmth of soil, are 
about on time.” 

Among the early flowers now in 
bloom are crocuses, early daffo- 
dils — known hereabouts as jon- 
quils, snowdrops and a host of 
early wildflowers such as bluets, 
pepper-and-salt and spice bushes. 
All of these flowers are about on 
schedule, Dr. Anderson said. 

“Magnolia buds are _ swelling, 
but are not out except in ex- 
tremely sheltered places,” he con- 
tinued, “They’re not due until 
after the first of April. As for 
crocuses, they frequently flower in 
February, and so do the early 
daffodils.” 

Asked about prospects for the 
rest of the season, he said: “I'll 
string along with Mr. Wahlgren.”

RUSSIAN TROOPS 
IN NORTHERN IRAN 
MOVING TOWARD 
TURKEY AND IRAQ 


Red Tanks Within 20 
Miles of Tehran—U. S. 
Sends Note to Moscow, 
British Express In- 
creased Concern.

TEHRAN, Iran, March 13 (AP) 
—Russian combat troops in full 
campaign kit were said by British 
and other official sources today to 
have closed within 20 miles of this 
capital and to be moving south- 
west across northern Iran close to 
the borders of Turkey and oil-rich 
Iraq. 

The reports caused Secretary of 
State James F. Byrnes to an- 
nounce in Washington last night 
the dispatch of another note to 
Moscow. demanding: an explana- 
tion. 

This correspondent flew over 
Karaj, 20 miles from Tehran, and 
counted 14 Sherman tanks, a score 
of other vehicles and saw six 
Soviet fighter planes at Kazvin 
to the north. 3 

Premier Qavam es Saltaneh, 
just’ returned from inconclusive 
negotiations in Moscow over the 
continued presence of Russian 
troops in Iran, declared today that 
no agreements were reached. 

(The United Press quoted Qa- 
vam as saying he had “no offi- 
cial information” of Soviet troop 
movements toward Tehran “as the 
United States State Department 
alleges.” He said he had “heard 
certain rumors,” but needed to 
make further inquiries, Marshal 
Ivan Bagramian, Soviet tank ex- 
pert and an Armenian by birth, 
was reported to be in Tobriz.) 


Near Turk Border, 


Reports reaching this troubled 
capital told of Russian combat 
troops entering the towns of 
Mianeh, Maragheh and Miyanduab 
close to the southern end of Lake 
Urmia near the Turkish and Iraq 
borders. 

A British Foreign Office spokes- 
man in London said that govern- 
ment has received reports of 
“considerable” Russian troop 
movements toward Tehran and 
the Iraq frontier. The British ex- 
pressed concern over the contin- 
ued presence of Russian troop 
concentrations in Iran and said 
the new troop movements were 
noted as early as March 4. 

The British” Foreign Office 
spokesman said the Russian troop 
movements had made the already 
tense situation in Iran “clearly 
more grave.” 

Both Iraq and Iran are rich in 


oil. Iran is the world’s fourth 
largest producer. 
Political Coup Suspected. 
Leftist agitation has been evi- 
dent in Iran and some political 
observers expressed the belief that 
the Russian moves near the cap- 


‘ital might be planned to create 


“unrest and rebellion” in Tehran, 
as in the northern province of 
Azerbaijan. The leftist Tudeh 
party has been especially active 
in Tehran the past week. 
Russian interest in Turkey has 


been expressed in at least two 
phases. Russia has demanded un- 
officially that Turkey cede to Rus- 
sia the Black Sea provinces of 
Kars and Ardahan. The Russians

TRUMAN WITHDRAWS 
HIS. NOMINATION AT

Republicans on Senate Committee 
Refuse to Sign Face-Saving State- 
ment and Pressure From Own 
Party Forces Nominee to Yield on 
Demand for Full ‘Exoneration.’

WASHINGTON, March 13— President Truman today 
ended the tumultuous six-week fight over the nomination 
of Edwin W. Pauley as Under Secretary of the Navy by 
withdrawing the appointment. His action was taken at 
Pauley’s request.

DR. KARL HAUSHOFER, NAZI

Reputed Adviser to Hitler and 
Wife Take Poison, She Also 
Hangs Herself.

—American authorities announced 
today that Dr. Karl Haushofer, 
Nazi expert on geopolitics and fre- 


putedly Adolf Hitler’s chief back- 
stage adviser, committed suicide 
in his Bavarian home Sunday 
night. 

Haushofer, 76 years old, and his 
wife, 69, poisoned themselves, and 
the wife also hanged herself to 
make certain of death. The 
bodies and several suicide notes 
were found by their son, Heinz. 

It was understood Haushofer, 
who was arrested by. American 
authorities last summer and later 
released, feared he might be

make Germany free.” 

First of the 22 Nazis on trial 
for war crimes to take the stand 
in his own defense, Goering boast- 
fully emphasized his own im- 
portance in snatching contro] for 
the Nazi party and asserted that 
an Army plot against Hitler was 
barely averted a few hours before 
the first Nazi cabinet took its 
oath 13 years ago. 

The former  Reichmarshal, 
dressed in a baggy, undecorated 
gray uniform with a red scarf 
about his neck, charged that the 
military plot was instigated by 
Gen, urt Von Schleicher, who 
was killed the following year in 
the Ernst Roehm blood purge, 
and Gen. Curt von Hammerstein- 
Equord, former commander of the 
German Army, with the help of 
the Potsdam garrison. 

The prompt return of Gen. Wer- 
mer von Blomberg from a disar- 
mament conference in Switzerland 
and his nomination to a cabinet 
post foiled the plotters, Goering 
said.

Goering Tells How He Met Hitler, 
Immediately Followed Him. 
By United Press, 

In a voice heavy with emotion, 
Goering told the court how he 
had first met Hitler early in the 
1920s and how he had worked 
with him against what he called 
“the shackles of Versailles.” 


At their first meeting, 
Goering, his voice breaking: 


“I said that as far as I was con- 
cerned he could dispose of me and 
my person.” 

Refreshing his memory from a 
purple notebook, Goering told how 
he had served as a fighter pilot 
in the first World War, ending the 
war as commander of the famed 
Richtofen squadron. 

“From the beginning,” he said, 
“Il was opposed in every way to 
reaction and to the (Weimar) 
republic. I could not combine this 
with my inner convictions so I 
went abroad. After some years 
abroad I returned and went to a 
mountain cottage and studied. I 
later attended Munich University 
to study history and political 
science.” 

He first saw Hitler, Goering 
said, at a protest meeting against 
the Versailles treaty on a Sunday 
in October or November of 1922

SHANON, Eire, March 13—The 
body of John Cardinal Glennon 
left his native Ireland at 8:05 
o'clock tonight (1:05 p.m. St. Louis 
time), aboard a_ trans-Atlantic 
plane bound for St. Louis, with re- 
fueling stops scheduled at Gan- 
der, Newfoundland, and New 
York. Arrival at St. Louis is ex- 
pected to be tomorrow afternoon 
or evening. 

A funeral procession, with mili- 
tary escort, bore the St. Louis 
Archbishop’s body across Counties 
Offaly, Tipperary and Limerick, 
from Mullingar, seat of his native 
diocese of Meath and Westmeath. 
The body had lain since Monday 
evening under the dome of Mull- 
ingar’s new, Cathedral of Christ 
the King, which Cardinal Glennon 
helped to build. There solemn 
requiem mass was celebrated to- 
day, in the presence of three 
brother Cardinals, more than 300 
Bishops and priests, and a throng 
of lay mourners. 

O’Kelly, De Valera Attend. 

Bernard Cardinal Griffin of 
London, James Cardinal McGuig- 
an of Toronto and Norman Cardi- 
nal Gilroy of Sydney, Australia, 
occupied episcopal thrones in the 
sanctuary. Bishop John D’Alton 
of Meath sang the mass. Prime 
Minister Eamon De Valera and 
President and Mrs. Sean T. O’Kel- 
ly, at whose official residence in 
Dublin Cardinal Glennon died 
Saturday morning, were in the 
congregation. 

Prelates in the sanctuary in- 
cluded Msgr. E. J. Kissane, presi- 
dent of Maynooth College, largest 
Catholic school in Ireland, and 
Dr, John Charles McQuaid, Arch- 
bishop of Dublin. Among Ameri- 
cans present was the Rev. Patrick 
Foley, 8.J., -of St. Louis. Fran- 
ciscans from the monastery at 
Multfarnam and white - cowled 
fathers from Cavan Monastery 
were present. 

Atop the stained oak coffin 
rested the broad-brimmed red hat 
presented Cardinal Glennon by 
Pope Pius XII at the consistory. 

A message from Pope Pius con- 
ferring the apostolic benediction 
on Cardinal Glennon was read 
from the pulpit at the close of 
the mass. 

As the mass concluded, Bishop 
D’Alton, donned a black cape, 
went to the foot of the coffin and 
recited absolution.

The three Cardinals from the 
British Commonwealth were 
guests last night at the presiden- 
tial residence in Dublin, having 
flown there by special plane from 
London.

“I wish to express my deepest 
sympathy at the passing of one 
of the greatest prelates and cit- 
izens in the history of the United 
States of America. For 50 years 
his great personality, religious 
zeal and eloquent tongue have in- 
fluenced Catholic life, not only in 
the United States, but also in 
English-speaking Canada, and in- 
deed the whole English-speaking 
world.

KAUFMANN PLANS 
NEW-RAT CONTROL 


AGENCY FOR CITY 


Mayor Says That It Will 


Be Established as Sec-|| 


tion of Municipal 
Health Division. 


Plans to establish a municipal 
agency for the express purpose of 
control and eradication of rats 
were announced yesterday by May- 
or Aloys P. Kaufmann. 

The new agency would be known 
as the rat control section of the 
Health Division. The Mayor said 
it would be “comparable in power 
and scope to the milk control 
section which has met with great 
success in enforcing the city’s milk 
ordinances.” 

Organization of the new section 


will be started at once under the! 


direction of Chief Sanitation En- 
gineer John Buxell, who was in- 
structed by the Mayor to obtain 
the services of a sanitation en- 
gineer who has successfully spe- 
cialized in large-scale rat elimina- 
tion programs, . 


This engineer, the Mayor said, 
would be known as rat control 
administrator and he would direct 
the new section. Buxell'’s job will 
be to co-ordinate the work of the 
new section with work of various 
services in the present sanitation 
section of the Health Division. 

To Cost $100,000 a Year. 

The cost of operating the new 
section would be about $100,000 
annually, the Mayo: estimated. He 
said no special appropriation bill 
would be necessary as the amount 
would be included in the budget 
for the new fiscal year beginning 
next month, 

The new section would include 
a large personnel including, be- 
sides the engineer, inspectors and 
clerical help. ' 

Several other steps toward ob- 
taining rat control were announced 
by the Mayor. He said he had 
directed the city counselor’s office 
to prepare an ordinance for “rat 
stoppage,” designed to end rat in- 
festation in existing buildings. 
The new building code requires 
complete “rat-proofing” of any 
new buildings. 

The “rat stoppage” bill will be 
less drastic than a “rat proofing” 
bill pending before the Board of 
Aldermen, the Mayor said. 
said the rat-proofing measure 
would be prohibitive in cost to 
property owners. 


Provisions of Bill. 

Rat-stoppage ordinances have 
worked successfully in many other 
cities, he pointed out, particularly 
in the south and he instructed the 
counselor’s office to make studies 
of the measures in effect in those 
places, Rat-stoppage, he said, 
would require the closing up of 
existing rat entrances to buildings 
and would not require complete 
rat-proofing of infested structures.

‘Blind, Homeless and Starving Children in 


Many Countries’ to Get $21,000 a Year 
Parent Formerly Received. 


MEXICO CITY, March 13 (AP) 
—Mrs, Gloria Vanderbilt Stokow- 
ski says she has decided to dis- 
continue an allowance to her 
mother, Mrs. Gloria Morgan Van- 
derbilt, “because I am certain she 
can work as she has done in the 
past and as I am doing at pres- 
ent.” 

Mrs. Stokowski, wife of Sym- 
phony Conductor Leopold Stokow- 
ski, said in a statement last night 
that she was giving the $21,000 a 
year formerly supplied to her 
mother “to blind children and to 
help feed children who are home- 
less and starving in many coun- 
tries.” She said she had estab- 
lished a foundation for this pur- 
pose, 

She issued the statement after 
Mrs. Vanderbilt was quoted in 
New York as saying an allowance 
awarded her by the courts before 
her daughter came of age had 
been cut off by Mrs. Stokowski. 

Mrs. Stokowski’s statement fol- 
lows: 

“I shall always take care of my 
grandmother (Mrs. Laura Mor- 
gan) gnd give her everything nec- 
essary for a good life and I shall 
do the same for my former nurse, 
who always gave me mother love. 

“When I berame of age I decid- 


ed to discontinue the allowance 
made by the court to my mother 
because I am certain she can work 
as she has done in the past and as 
I am doing at present. 


“The money the court formerly 
gave her I am now giving to blind 
children and to help feed children 
who are homeless and starving in 
many countries and in this way 
to do my small part. For this 
purpose I have formed a founda- 
tion which is already operating. 

“In order to make sure the chil- 
dren receive the help they need, I 
am personally doing the _ secre- 
tarial work at the foundation. As 
a child I was desperately unhappy. 
I see so many children in the 
world today who are suffering and 
I want to help them.” 


Mrs. Stokowski gained 
of a $4,364,000 fortune on her 
twenty-first birthday, Feb. 20, 
1945. She was married to Stokow- 
ski in Mexicali, Mexico, April 21, 
1945, the day after receiving a di- 
vorce from Pat de Cicco, Holly- 
wood actors’ agent.

Contract Reinstated. 


The settlement provides for re- 
instatement of the contract which 
General Motors terminated early 
in the strike, the union said. Re- 
instated also were all the gains 
won by National War Labor Board 
directives which the corporation 
proposed to eliminate.” 

“Under the proposed contract, 
employes with the greatest senior- 
ity will be given preference on 
transfers when other factors are 
equal,” the union said. “Seniority 
employes will have the right to 
make application for openings in 
their departments.” 

Also, General Motors’ assent to 
a check-off of union dues and 
general assessments “irrevocable 
for the life of the agreement” was 
characterized in the union’s state- 
ment as “a long step forward to- 
ward the union shop.” This was 
the first time in America that 
General Motors has granted the 
dues check-off to a union. 

The statement, signed by UAW 
President R. J. Thomas, Walter P. 
Reuther and Secretary-Treasurer 
George F. Addes, asserted: 

“The strike settlement ... sur- 
passes the economic and non-eco- 
nomic terms recommended by 
President Truman and the fact- 
finding board. ... It gives G.M. 
workers the largest wage _ in- 
creases in the industry and an 
improved and strengthened con- 
tract.” 

Thomas, Reuther and Addes 
said they and the General Motors 
negotiating committee will rec- 
ommend acceptance of the settle- 
ment agreement by the union’s 
General Motors council, called to 
meet here on Friday. 

Termination of the strike, they 
said, “wil be contingent upon the 
conference (council) approval and 
ratification by the local union 
membership.” Ratification is re- 
garded as certain. 

Return Withtm Week Likely. 

Reuther expressed the opinion 
the workers could start back to 
thelr jobs within a week following 
ratification. General Motors made 
no comment. 

Figures furnished by General 
Motors and the union disclosed 
that, under the agreement Gen- 
eral Motors workers will take 
home slightly less in their pay 
envelopes than they did at the 
peak of war production. 

A worker with two dependents, 
the figures show, “took home” for 
48 hours’ work in 1944, after de- 
ductions, $53.38. 

With the 18%-cent hourly in- 
erease and a return to the 40-hour 
week, his “take home” will aver 
age $50.04 weekly.

Eugene F. Reuter, president, 
said: “The grocers wish to help, 
although some of them are a bit 
skeptical of government-sponsored 
recommendations.” 

“We expect to suggest substi- 
tutes for the critical items and 
will push sales of fowl, fish, eggs

GERMANS AMAZED 
AT RED ATTACKS 
ON U. S., BRITAIN 


Papers in Soviet Zone of Ber- 
| lim Assail Churchill as 
a Warmonger. 


By JAMES F. KING 


BERLIN, March 13 (AP)—Ger- 
mans in this city, which is ruled 
by the four powers, are frankly 
astonished at the sharp exchanges 
between the Soviet Union and the 
western powers. 

Smirking from the sidelines {is 
a large section of Germans who 
always held high hope of splitting 
the Big Three—a hope that Propa- 
ganda Minister Paul Joseph Goeb- 
bels attempted to nourish during 
the war. 

Berliners who picked up any of 
the seven daily newspapers print- 


ed in the Soviet sector of the city. 
today found former British Prime 
Minister Winston Churchill—an 
Allied war hero a few months ago 
—attacked as a warmonger. 


This touched off a feeling among 
the Germans that has been stead- 
ily gaining ground. Just as baf- 
fling to Berlin’s 3,000,000 persons 
have been the recent attacks by 
leaders of the German Communist 
party at open meetings in the 
Soviet sector on occupation poli- 
cies of the United States, Britain 
and France,

Young Readers He Is 
Trying to Start War 
Against Russia. 


By HENRY SHAPIRO 
MOSCOW, March 13 (UP)—The 
Russian press today accused Brit- 
ish imperialists of trying to grab 


fnew colonies, and warned millions 


of Russian children that Winston 
Churchiii was their sworn enemy. 

Churchill swiftly has become the 
Soviet Union’s public enemy No. 1. 
He and the British imperialists 
he is said to represent are being 
pictured as money-hungry men 


trying to start a new war against 
Russia. 

The concerted campaign against 
Churchill progressed another step 
with a prominent article in Pio- 
neer Pravda, a publication read 


| by millions of Soviet children be- 
tween the uges of 8 and 15. It was 


titled “Churchill Without a Mask.” 
Child readers were told that the 


former. British prime minister was 
instigating war against their coun- 
try. 

“You may wonder how Church- 
ill could do such a thing,” the 
article said. “So many times he 
swore friendship to us, declaring 
admiration for the Soviet people. 
Yes, while the war progressed and 
our country with England fought 
Fascist Germany, Churchill pre- 
tended friendship. Now that the 
war is over, he has dropped his 
mask. Churchill is an ancient en- 
emy of the Soviet Union.” 


The article told the children that 
Churchill organized armed inter- 
vention against the Soviet Union 
in 1918, and was attempting the 
same thing now. 


“Behind Churchill stand not the 
people of England, but English 
imperialists,” it said. “They are 
big manufacturers and bankers 
who are trying to grab new 
colonies in order to oppress the 
native people and ‘increase their 
riches. They always hated our 
Soviet fatherland.” 


At the same time, the Soviet 
press set up a clamor against the 
continued presence of American 
troops in the Middle East. 

A Cairo dispatch was printed in 
all of Moscow’s leading newspa- 
pers under the headline: “When 
Will American Troops Leave 
Egypt?” 

Pravda, mouthpiece of the Com- 
munist party, and the Russian 
Army organ Red Star both gave 


prominent display to the dispatch, 


which said 3000 to 4000 American 
officers and men were being kept 
on in Egypt under the pretext of 
guarding United States Army 
equipment.

$3,000,000 to Be Spent This 
Year on Wildlife Projects 


widespread termination to many 


United States Treasury now has a backlog of almost $15,000,000 ear- 
marked for benefit of the nation’s wildlife, Robert M. Rutherford 
of the United States Wildlife Service said today. 


“This fund, accumulated from 
the excise tax on arms and am- 
munition,” Rutherford said, “has 
made possible uncounted advance- 
ments in wildlife management. 
Almost 650,000 acres of land have 
been purchased by the fund to 
provide management areas, ref- 
uges and winter-ranges.” 

Approximately $3,000,000 will be 
spent during the coming fiscal 
year. States participating must 
match government expenditures 
by 25 per cent. 

“Assembled information on the 
condition of ranges and the sup- 
plies of wildlife,” Rutherford said, 
“are now forming the basis for 
the setting of gunning seasons, 
bag limits and restrictions in 
many of the states. 

“Studies have shown the fal- 
lacy,” Rutherford explained to 
the delegates attending the elev- 
enth annual North American 
Wildlife Conference, “of winter 
to support excess big- 
game populations as well as the 
futility of releasing pen-reared 
birds where suitable food and

Soviet writers and historians 
through the ages have deplored 
the roads of their country. The 
U.S.S.R. must devote millions of 
man and machine hours to road 
building, but here, too, they are 
on the way. A decree of the 
Presidium of the Supreme Soviet 
on Feb. 18, 1946, announced the 
creation of a commissariat of road 
building and road building ma- 
chinery. 

One of ‘the biggest highway 
projects is the Moscow-Simferopol 
speedway, connecting the capital 
with the Soviet Riviera on the 
Black sea. This road will total 
more than 1000 miles. 

The highway, five or six lanes 
wide, will go through Tula and 
Orel, scenes of bloody fighting in 
the World War II, and to Kursk, 
famous as the place where a Rus- 
sian tank army broke the back 
ef Hitler’s panzer divisions in the 
summer of 1943. From Kursk 23 
highway Will be built to Kharkov 
and on to Zaporozhe and_ the 
Dnepr dam, then across the Niko- 


- pol flats and the Crimean steppes.

Kiev-Rostoy Link Planned. 

Another roadway will be built 
between Kiev, capital of the 
Ukraine, and Rostov on the Don 
at the eastern tip of the Sea of 
Azov. This highway will pass 
through the Donbass coal basin 
and some of the most fertile lands 
in the Soviet Union’s Ukranian 
breadbasket. 

The Rostov-Kiev road will cross 
the Moscow-Crimean thoroughfare 
at Kharkov, thus bringing the 
Ukraine and the Caucasus many 
hours nearer to Moscow, Lenin- 
grad and other great northern 
population centers. 

The fruit treasures of Georgia, 
Armenia and the_ semi-tropical 
sector on the eastern shores of 
the Black Sea now are transported 
to the north by plane and train. 

The Russians also are planning 
a highway through Latvia and 
Lithuania. This will afford the 
Soviet Union a fine road parallel- 
ing the Baltic. 

Work actually has been started 
on the highways of the south and 
the new commissariat is said to 
be expecting to tackle the north- 
ern areas this summer. 

Another important piece of road 
construction is the building of a 
speedway between Vologda and 
Yaroslavl, the latter the home of 
one of Russia’s biggest automo- 
bile tire factories. This project, 
scheduled to be finished by 
November of this year, will link 
Vologda with Moscow. Valogda is 
an important junction on the 
Trans-Siberian and Moscow-Mur- 
mansk-Archangel railways. 

Waterway Transport Program. 

Immense challenges await the 
Soviet engineers in the possibil- 
ities of water transport, but large 
sections of this plan remain to 
be announced. One new project 
provides for a 375-mile canal in 
the Turkmen Republic. It is 
planned primarily for irrigation 
now, but eventually may be 
pushed through to the Caspian 
sea, fulfilling a dream of Peter 
the Great for a waterway con- 
necting the Baltic sea with Asia. 
The present project, which is ex- 
pected to take two years to com- 
plete, begins at Bassag on the 
Amu Darya river, runs west 
through Kelif-Uzba into the sector 
of the towns of Bairma Ali and 
Meri, then westward to the Tedz- 
hen river where it meets the Cas- 
pian-Ashkhabad river. 

The Baltic-White Sea canal was 
completed before the war, allow- 


lowing ships to sail from Lenin-

grad to Archangel in six days in- 
stead of spending 17 to 18 going 
around through the North and 
Barents seas. During the war, 
however, large numbers of heavy 
bombs and shells fell on some of 
its most important links and en- 
gineers are now repairing it, 

Cut through the beautiful for- 
est lands of Karelia, it is one of 
the most picturesque inland wa- 
terways in the world. Designed to 
accommodate big timber traffic 
from Archangel and the surround- 
ing region, it is soon to see ships 
carrying lumber to the destroyed 
east and for trading purposes to 
Denmark, Holland, France, Brit- 
ain and beyond. 

Volga-Don Canal Project. 

Another project is a 45-mile sec- 
tion to connect the Volga and the 
Don. For years this has also been 
a Russian dream, starting with 
Peter and Catherine the Great. It 
too was commenced before the 
war, but work ceased with the 
German invasion. Once it is fin- 
ished, Volga ships can sail from 
Moscow to New Yark by going 
down the Volga to Stalingrad, cut- 
ting through the canal’s 15 locks 
to the Don, and down it to Ros- 
tov, through the Sea of Azov, 
Kerch Strait, the Black Sea, Med- 
iterranean and Atlantic. 

After the victory over Japan, 
Russia regained Port Arthur, 
Darien and the ports of the Ku- 
riles, giving it real sea lanes to 
the Pacific. 

Much construction is under way 
or being planned at the Black Sea 
ports and those of the Baltic re- 
publics. 

People’s Commissar of River 
Transport Z. A. Shashkov, an- 
nounced Nov. 24 that 1865 miles 
of river transport had been added 
to Russia’s system since the end 
of war. He said the nation was 
now employing roughly 58,000 miles 
of river lanes. 

Shashkov revealed that shipping 
was being revived on the im por- 
tant Moldavian River Dnestr. Hé 
said, however, there would be no 
real shipping as such on the 
Dnepr until reconstruction of the 
Dnepr dam. 


Airlines Increase Expected. 


To get at every far corner of 
its spacious territories, the U.S. 
S.R. is employing an aircraft fleet 
carrying about 85,000 tons of mail 
and many passengers annually, but 
at the end of the first of the new 
five-year plans, this is expected to 

e much increased. 

Commercial lines now extend to 
the most distant areas of the So- 
viet Union, into Afganistan, Iran, 
Romania, Bulgaria, Yugoslavia, 
Albania, Hungary, Austria, Czecho- 
slovakia, Poland, Finland, and 
Germany. A _ route also exists 
through Siberia, over the Bering 
Straits into Alaska. * 

I flew this latter route from 
Moscow in 1943. We traveled from 
Moscow to Novosibirsk in one day, 
landing on a splendid airfield be- 
side the River Ob. The next day 
there was a short hop to Kraino- 
yarskon Yeniesi. 

The next morning we got up 
early and flew to Yakutsk for 
lunch, then across the great 
Wastes of northeastern Siberia, 
over the straits and settled safely 
in Nome for breakfast, not stop- 
ping for sleep until we reached 
Fairbanks. The next day we were 
in the United States. 

All the pilots I talked to, Amer- 
ican and Russian, were enthusi- 
astic over this route which, with 
properly equipped planes and 
weather stations, can be flown al- 


most the year round.

ESSEN, Germany, March 13 
(AP)—The new mayor of Essen, a

Dr. Zeller, in a statement re- 
ceived by the committee after the 
report was presented to Congress 
last week, said that such regula- 
tion “should go a long way toward 
winning the battle against the 
bad pressure boys.” 

In its report recommending a 
plan to modernize Congress the 
committee proposed that groups 
and individuals “seeking to influ- 
ence legislative action” be re- 
quired to register each session 
with the Senate and House “and 
to submit under oath such perti- 
nent data as will clearly indicate 
to the Congress the nature and 
extent of their activities.” 

Proposal for Registering. 

It was recommended that the 
registration be carried out on uni- 
form blanks, requiring the agent 
to state his employer, the period 
of his employment, his special in- 
terest and his compensation. 


Every three months the indi- 
viduals would be required to re- 
port and itemize under oath any 
expenses incurred by themselves 
and by the organizations they rep- 
resent in promoting or opposing 
legislation, the purpose of the ex- 
penditures and a list of the bills 
and resolutions promoted or op- 
posed. 

Registration of organizations 
would include a statement of their 
bona fide total membership and 
the amounts expended each quar- 
ter for the influencing of legisla- 
tion. It would be necessary to list 
any contributor of money in ex- 
cess of $500 a year. 

The committee’s reasons for its 
recommendations were summed 
up as follows: 

“We fully recognize the right of 
any citizen to petition the Govern- 
ment for the redress of grievances 
or freely to express opinions to in- 
dividual members or to commit-

Thad Snow on Mr. Churchill 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

“America’s Choice in World Policy,” 
copied from the Des Moines Register 
and printed by you under the cartoon in 
last Sunday’s paper, seems to me to be 
the sanest comment I’ve read on Church- 
ill’s Fulton speech. Both the Register 
and the Post-Dispatch have done well in 
printing it. Or so it seems to me, 

The Register’s comment, to be sure, is 
quite in line with many temperate edi- 
torials on the heated Russian question 
that have appeared from time to time 
in the Post-Dispatch. It is heartening 
to see how the P-D is able to comment 
on the Russian problem as sanely, for 
example, as on the rat problem. It 
means, I hope, that the P-D is becom- 
ing pro-civilization all around. 

The Register admits that the Soviet’s 
behavior is perplexing at times, but ad- 
mits also that her behavior undoubted- 
ly accords with Soviet ideas of her own 
long-time security; just as our behavior 
accords with our ideas of our own long- 
time security, though it obviously per- 
plexes and alarms the Soviet. Churchill 
proposes to resolve this dilemma by 
making a British-Amercan military alli- 
ance against Russia. But the Register 
notes that this sort of division of power 
has always led ultimately to war, 

. * - 


The Register says We ought to think 
twice—“nay, a hundred times”—before 
we take so fateful a course, and instead 
we should make it our primary aim to 
get along with Russia, rather than to 
enter upon the frantic alliance that 
Churchill proposes. We might even try 
out the extraordinary diplomatic pro- 
cedure of laying all our own cards on 
the table, then put it up to the Russians 
to decide whether it shall be a friendly 
or a cut-throat game. 

The Register’s closing paragraph is 
worth repeating: “It just might be worth 
the risk to play the game openly and 
squarely: and if our much-feared oppo- 
nent responded by rolling up his sleeves 
and dealing straight off the top of the 
deck, wouldn’t that be a pleasant sur- 
prise!” 

I love Churchill’s composition and his 
delivery, and I have liked Churchill him- 
self immensely over many years. But I 
hope and believe that he belongs to a 
day that is gone. The last British elec- 
tions indicated that many British peo- 
ple hope and believe the same, My en- 
joyment of hearing him speak, however, 
remains, and it was not greatly marred 
by the undertone roll of the war drums 
that accompanied his speaking, and that 
he made little attempt to soften or dis- 
guise. 

He spoke on Tuesday, and all the rest 
of the week the low bass roll of 
Churchill's drums stayed in my ears. 
Saturday I went to town and the streets 
were crowded and noisy, but as I moved 
about among the people, I still heard the 
war drums. It seems right silly to write 
this, but it is almost literally true, 
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As I walked about over the streets, I 
looked into the faces of hundreds of 
people. Many of them I knew, but there 
were more that I didn’t. To the best of 
my belief, I saw no single person, male 
or female, young or old, who conceivably 
would benefit by our making a war upon 
the Russians. On the other hand, I can 
easily conceive how everyone I saw 
might be harmed in many ways. My 
town and my neighbors, of course, are 
only a small part of America. 

I have been exasperated by Russian 
diplomacy, or whatever else one might 
cal] it, but I've been equally embarrassed 
by our own diplomacy, or whatever else 
it might better be called. 

But what on earth has Russia done, 
or is at all likely to do that could pos- 
sibly affect me or anybody that I know 
or you know as unpleasantly as a Third 
World War, with atomic bombs, coming 
as well as going, to destroy what is left 
of what we call “civilization”? 

Another thought occurs to me: I know 
of no one who fears that Russia con- 
templates an attack on the U.S.A, Few 
Americans, I am sure, have any such 
fear. But I wonder if as few Russians 
have as little fear of us. They remem- 
ber, of course, even if we do not, that 
we joined with England against them 
following World War I. I don’t know, 
but I would expect that some of the Rus- 
sians, possibly including Uncle Joe him- 
self, wonder if we are not moving now 
toward doing the same thing all over 
again. THAD SNOW.

Three Men Against Chaos 


Senator Connally’s suggestion of a meeting 
of the heads of state of the Big Three is so 
sensible that it is hard to see how there could 
be any question about it. 

Seven months have passed since Generalissimo 
Stalin, Prime Minister Attlee and President 
Truman met at Potsdam. As things go nowa- 
days, that is a long time between face-to-face 
conferences of the three men upon whom the 
peace of the world most depends. 

Between meetings, it is inevitable that ten- 
sions will rise, on account of a lack of common 
understanding about issues that have been over- 
taken meanwhile by the march of events. 

In order for these issues to be settled, and 

the tensions to be eased, there must be an un- 
derstanding about them among the Big Three, 
as the prelude to an agreement by the UNO. 
Messrs. Attlee, Stalin and Truman can seek to 
reach the understanding in either of two ways: 
at the long-distance range of their respective 
capitals, or at the close range of a conference 
table. ; 
There is much to be said for the personal 
meeting. It is only human nature that people 
reach their best understandings when they talk 
together in person. ’ 

The persuasiveness of personalities is no end 
in itself, however. The favorable atmosphere 
which personal conference can create only pro- 
vides an opportunity, To make the most of the 
opportunity, the three men will have to say frank- 
ly and fully what issues are causing the tensions 
among them, and then they must seek solutions 
acceptable to them all. In Senator Connally’s 
words, “In frank discussions face to face—in 
candid explanations eye to eye — in language 
clear and plain and if need be blunt, many ques- 
tions which might otherwise result in serious in- 
ternational friction could be adjusted.” 

What are the unsettled issues that are creat- 
ing tensions in the world? One of them is oil. 
Russia, Britain and France want Middle Eastern 
oil, which is necessary to their national defense. 
The United States is making plans to obtain oil 
from Saudi Arabia for its own national defense. 

Another issue of great and pressing impor- 
tance is the Dardanelles, Russia is a huge land 
mass covering one-sixth of the globe, but lacking 
seaports appropriate to a nation of her size and 
position. She wants access through the Dar- 
danelles and the Bosporus to the Mediterranean. 
Secretary Byrnes has proposed internationaliza- 
tion of the waterway. Russia appears to be seek- 
ing unilateral domination of it. Surely among 
nations willing to reason there should be the 
statesmanship to reconcile those two proposals. 

Settlements affecting oil and the Dardanelles 
would not solve all the problems that vex the 
peace, It would settle the trouble in Iran, 
would not settle the issue of Manchuria—but it 
would make the settlement of Manchuria and 
every other issue less difficult. The personal 
conference which Senator Connally recom- 
mends is very much needed, now, to reach the 
few understandings for lack of which the world 
is most troubled. It would be well then to 
proceed to other subjects before the lack of a 
common understanding about them had given 
rise to tensions and potentially dangerous inci- 
dents, instead of waiting, as at present, until 
afterward. 
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The Mayor’s Rat Control Plan 


Mayor Kaufmann now has consented to war 
on rats in St. Louis, after long public prodding. 
His new plan is not complete and it is vague 
on important questions. : 

One obvious advantage of this plan is its recog- 
nition of the need for municipal rubbish collec- 
tion. Furthermore, it recognizes that a larger 
agency must be established to deal with rats. 
The suggested appropriation of $100,000 is ex- 
cellent. All these steps show that the city ad- 
ministration at last has realized the serious men- 
ace of rats. 

Yet the plan contains major ambiguities. The 
statement about acquiring enough Chemical 1080 
for the entire city is questionable. This is 
one of the deadliest poisons, without a known 
antidote. It is dangerous to man and to pets. 
Both the Federal Public Health Service and the 
Division of Rodent Control have warned that it 
should not be used out of doors or in residences. 
How can it be used extensively if it is to be 
used safely? 

The plan is vague about enforcement author- 
ity, which is necessary to an adequate rat con- 
trol program, Just what ordinances would the 
Rat Control Administration enforce, beyond a 
weak rat-stoppage ordinance? Who will enforce 
proper storage of lumber and junk and other rat 
harborage? Will the podlice still be asked to 
be sanitary inspectors, and to watch garbage cans 
and trash accumulations? The plan isn’t clear. 

The Mayor’s own Citizens’ Rodent Control 
Committee has warned against continuing the 
runaround by which citizens with complaints 
about rats were sent to the Health Division, on 
the ground that rats are a menace to public 
health, and then sent to the police because the 
problem concerns public safety. 

Should the new rodent control agency be in 
the Health Division, in any case? This newspa- 
per has praised the Health Commissioner, Dr. 
Bredeck, for his work for a model milk ordi- 
nance, but it cannot accept his record on rats. 
When he finally organized a rat control service, 
a few years ago, he did it because of pressure 
from Mayor Becker, who was tired of hearing 
complaints about rats. Bredeck did not offer any 
other major recommendations for rat control 
until recently, and then under public pressure. 

Dr. Bredeck has been quoted, within the last 
five years, as saying that there is no rat menace 
in St. Louis, that St. Louis has only a normal 
number of rats, that there was no need for an 
anti-rat campaign, and that rodents weren’t men- 
acing public health and should be forgotten. 

Mayor Kaufmdnn’s plan was drawn upon the 
recommendations of Dr. Bredeck, who consulted 
with Federal and State health authorities. How- 
ever, there was no consultation with Federal ro- 
dent control experts or with the private pest 
operators’ association, who work specifically with 
rat control. These groups, and the Mayor's own 
citizens’ committee, have advised lodging rodent 
control powers in a single agency. 

Still, the city now does have the beginning of 
a plan for rat control. In fact, it has two plans: 
(1) the Mayor’s plan, and (2) the Riehl bills 
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drawn up in the Board of Aldermen upon sug- 
gestions of Federal rodent control officers. Since 
neither the Mayor nor the Board of Aldermen 
can get anywhere without co-operation, the whole 
question will have to be threshed out in the pub- 
lic hearings called for Thursday of next week 
by Alderman Riehl.

Mr. Truman’s Stunning Defeat 
President Truman’s withdrawal of the nomina- 
tion of Edwin W. Pauley for Under Secretary of 
the Navy, at the latter’s request, is a tremendous 
triumph for public opinion. 


Pauley was supported by the’ most powerful 
pressure — from the President of the United 
States, from the oil interests, from Democratic 
Committee Chairman Hannegan and from the 
party machine, 

He had a fair hearing, in which he thoroughly 
discredited himself, proving that his word could 
not be relied upon and that he lacked an ele- 
mentary sense of the morality of public office. 


President Truman did not withdraw Pauley’s 
name because he wanted to; he had repeatedly, 
over a period of six weeks, refused to do so. 
When he did it, he did it because he had to. 


Only once before in American history has a 
President been so humiliated. Since the nom- 
ination in actuality, though not in formality, was 
intended to make Pauley Secretary of the Navy, 
the case can be likened only to the rejection of 
Charles B. Warren, Coolidge’s nominee for At- 
torney General. Warren was accused of im- 
proper connections with the sugar trust. 

The American people have won. Their public 
domain of oil is not to be entrusted to a man 
who used politics to advance his own business 
interests. 


It is a stinging rebuke to Mr. Truman, a pub- 
lic renunciation of his policy of carrying Kansas 
City machine politics into the White House and 
appointing personal cronies to high public office, 
no matter how unfit or however much they stand 
against the public interest. 


The President has been called to taw for 
flagrant disregard of the high responsibilities of 
his office. 

We would like to think Mr. Truman under- 
stands what has happened to him. His exonera- 
tion of Pauley when the Senate Naval Affairs 
Committee had refused to exonerate him, his 
assertion that “you answered prejudice ... with 
an amazing patience under continued misrepre- 
sentation,” unfortunately is conclusive evidence 
that he does not. 


In the case of Edwin Pauley, the things for 
which the President stood in making the nom- 
ination, and for which he defiantly still stands, 
are repugnant to the American people. 

The President has learned nothing from his 


error. He had better start finding out. 


A Dubious Food-Saving Plan 


Some ingenious conservation ideas, 39 of them, 
are presented to housewives, restaurants, bakers 
and the food industry by President Truman’s 
Famine Emergency Committee, to provide sup- 
plies for shipment to distressed areas abroad. 
These methods will provide millions of tons of 
cereals and fats from our plenty for the bunger- 
ing countries—IF they are carried out on a 
broad enough scale. But will they be so carried 
out? And will the sacrifice be uniform? 

Many housewives will bake no more three- 
layer cakes or two-crust pies. Many restaurants 
will serve only one roll or slice of bread to a 
customer. Many bakeries will slice their loaves 
more thinly. Many manufacturers will promote 
use of plentiful foods. But others, human na- 
ture being what it is, will not go along. Be- 
cause individuals or families don’t like to change 
their eating habits, or because of indifference to 


Europe’s plight, or political prejudice against 


Mr. Hoover, or because of possible profits, they 
will go right ahead as before. So the humani- 
tarian and the patriotic will bear the brunt of 
the Hoover campaign, and the net saving may be 
a disappointment. 

The need abroad is great, and this country 
can do much toward meeting it without hard- 
ship. The uncertainties of voluntary conserva- 
tion being so obvious, why do the Administra- 
tion and its committee shrink from the mild ra- 
tioning that would do the job most efficiently? 
That would equalize the sacrifice, and without 
the need for possibly futile appeals and exhorta- 
tions. 
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Diesels for the East Side 


Without benefit of committees or surveys or 
other delaying actions, three East Side organi- 
zations have actually done something to abate 
smoke. The Army Engineers’ Depot at Granite 
City is replacing four coal locomotives and four 
steam-operated cranes with Diesel engines and 
gasoline-driven cranes. The Wabash has ordered 
four Diesel locomotives and the Manufacturers’ 
Railroad has ordered one. 

With the addition of these smokeless engines, 
the ratio of Diesels to coal-burning locomotives 
on the East Side will still be about 1 to 7. How- 
ever, no fair conclusion can be drawn from 
this ratio. One Diesel can replace more than 
one smoky switch engine. More important, the 
new orders for oil burners are the first and only 
sign of concrete action to come from the East 
Side since the smoke campaign began there. 

More than two months ago, Mayor Kaufmann 
received promises of smoke abatement co-opera- 
tion from the 14 railroads and 40 industries 
which produce most of the smoke that blows in 
here on the east wind. So far, nine of the 14 
railroads haven’t offered to replace their smoky 
engines with Diesels, and the 40 industries 
haven't reported doing anything. 

Mayor Kaufmann now has written to these 54 
smoke producers, asking what action they have 
taken. St. Louisans who have to eat their smoke 
want to know just what the promises of these 
railroads and industries mean.

The committee considers financial aid to 
the United Kingdom and an agreement 
with the United Kingdom on policies with 
respect to trade and foreign exchange to 
be essential to any program for restoring 
multilateral trade in which we ourselves 
are so deeply interested, 


The agreement that is now submitted to 
Congress is the result of long and careful 
negotiations by representatives of both 
governments, and has been ratified by the 
British Parliament. We believe it should 
be accepted by our Congress. 


The committee believes that the exten- 
sion of the line of credit on the terms and 
conditions proposed would be a major step 
in the restoration of world commerce and 
toward the elimination of state direction 
and control. The forces of private enter- 
prise throughout the world would be 
strengthened, 


Offers Breathing Space 


The proposed loan would by no means 
solve Britain’s fundamental economic prob- 
lems. That can be done only through re- 
habilitation and modernization of her pro- 
ductive facilities, and the rebuilding of her 
export trade on sound and efficient lines. 
The credit would, however, give Great 
Britain a breathing space in which to re- 
adjust her economy to her new economic 
position. 


This credit arrangement must not be re- 
garded as establishing a pattern for similar 
Joans to other countries, For reasons that 
are stated herein, the British case is 
unique. The Committee is concerned over 
the growth of inflationary tendencies in 
all countries, and urges prudence in the 
development of our foreign lending pro- 
gram, 


Six Reasons for Agreement 


The reasons for the recommendation by 
the Executive Committee of the United 
States Associates that Congress approve 
the agreement are: 

(1) High employment and a rising stand- 
ard of living in the United States are best 
promoted By a multilateral system of world 
trade. 

(2) If the credit is not extended, there is 
grave danger that the world will be di- 
vided in government-controlled economic 
blocs such as in the past have restricted 
trade, engendered distrust and promoted 
economic warfare. 


(3) Within a year from the effective date 
of the agreement, the British would pay for 
all future purchases from other countries 
in pounds which are immediately exchange- 
able into dollars or other currencies. This 
means that if any of the supplier or cred- 
itor countries prefer to use the payments 
for the purchase of American’ goods, 
Britain would pay in dollars rather than 
in pounds, 

(4) The agreement is a necessary founda- 
tion for the successful operation of the In- 
ternational Monetary Fund, the Interna- 
tional Bank for Reconstruction and Devel- 
opment and the International Trade Or- 
ganization, 


(5) The line of credit Is to be used to 
purchase goods and services in the United 
States; to meet transitional pastwar defi- 
cits; to maintain adequate reserves of gold 


and dollars; and to assume the obligations 
of the multilateral trade, 


(6) The British would agree to join with 
us in effecting as between ourselves, and 
urging upon other countries, sound inter- 
national economic policies including the 
gradual reduction or elimination of trade 
preferences—including the Empire Prefer- 
ences—tariffs, export and import controls 
and a large variety of other obstacles to 
the restoration and expansion of world 
trade, 


Britain’s most pressing need is immedi- 
ate working funds with which to pay for 
imports required to repair her plants and 
transportation facilities extensively dam- 
aged by the war, for retooling for peace- 
time production, and for raw materials re- 
quired in the operation of her industries. 


Her food requirements are urgent. Her 
imports of food pre-war amounted to two- 
thirds of her consumption, reduced during 
the war by rationing and enforced home 
production to a bare minimum of one-third. 

Her main source of income from abroad 
is her export trade, which in 1944 was down 
about 45 per cent in value and 70 per cent 
in volume, compared with 1938. 


A Big Deficit in Sight 


Reflecting pressing import needs and re- 
duced means by paying for them, Britain’s 
balance-of-payments deficit hag been put 
at roughly three billion dollars for 1946, 
with the likelihood of a cumulative deficit 
of at least five billion dollars before equi- 
librium in international payments can hope 
to be achieved. 


If the United States declines to extend 
the line of credit proposed, Britain has but 
a single alternative. She must return to 
those countries in the sterling area and 
elsewhere to whom she is already heavily 
indebted and seek to obtain additional 
credits to tide her over the period imme- 
diately ahead. 

it would mean continuing the system of 
bilateral trade and economic blocs con- 
trolled and regulated by governments that 
had its beginning a decade or more ago, 
and was the source of bitter discrimina- 
tion, irritation and shrinkage of the volume 
of world trade. A closed sterling trading 
area would inevitably lead to others, and 
to the economic wars and political dom- 
ination that they entail. 


THE JOB BEFORE THE ARMY 
From Fortune. 

The United States Army has work to do; 
the urgent thing is not the next war but 
the present peace. Germany and Japan 
cannot be occupied successfully by men 
who have no interest in the job, who tell 
our late enemies as much, and who are 
counting the points until they get home. 

The job calls for an army of profes- 
sionals. To build it will not be easy. But 
while Congress is debating larger issues, 
certain smaller but important things could 
be done. 

Regular army pay should be raised forth- 
with, Promotion policy should be liberal- 
ized so that every soldier, if he has the 
ability, has a chance to become a General. 
The public can do its part by supporting 
to the utmost men who in the aftermath of 
the excitement of war decide that there is 
still work to do along America’s far-flung 
outposts, 


Old Anglo-Russian Clash 


Is Cause of Iran Crisis 


“Iran,” by William 8S. Haas. (Columbia University 

Press, New York.) 

Iran, that strategic bridge of land be 
tween the Caspian Sea and the Persian 
Gulf, has been caught between British and 
Russian influences for the last 50 years. 
The Russians, even under the Czars, were 
openly out to expand to the south, while 
the British followed their usual conserva- 
tive, defensive policy, by encouraging Iran 
as a buffer against the Soviet. 

Reza Shah, the reformer-dictator of Iran, 
took advantage of this uneasy balance of 
power and modernized his land in two dec- 
ades of revolutionary work. His flirtation 
with the Nazis, and Russia’s desperate po- 
sition in 1941, forced his abdication and re 
sulted in the Anglo-Soviet occupation, 

. * + 


Now that the common enemy js gone, the 
old basic clash of power is back, and this 
is the root of the current situation in Iran. 
Mr. Haas, in his thorough study of Iran, 
believes that Russia is now stronger than 
ever in the Near East and may well be able 
to force through its demands, Writing sev- 
eral months before the present crisis, Mr. 
Haas predicted the Anglo-Soyiet conflict 
and foresaw the role of the United States 
as a mediator. 

Mr. Haas is well qualified to discuss 
Iran. For five years he was adviser to the 
Persian Ministry of Education and helped 
organize the university in Teheran. The 
tone of his book is objective and scholarly. 

If Mr. Haas is for any particular group, 
he is for the Persians, an individualistie 
nation of 15,000,000 people who have made 
great strides in a single generation. Iran’s 
social and economic revolution, he points 
out, is comparable on a small scale to that 
of the Soviets. He is particularly sym- 
pathetic to the dynamic career of Reza 
Shah, who, however ruthless he may have 
been, gets the credit for transforming « 
loose, barren state of warring peoples inte 
a modern nation.

Persian politics, dependent on the Big 
Three’s decisions, is unstable today, but 
Mr. Haas feels that Iran, given a place in 
a free world, can become an independent 
and progressive nation. 

This book is not a pot-boiler written for 
the big news of the moment, but is a com- 
prehensive study of Iran, past and present. 
There is an opening chapter outlining an- 
cient Persian history. In a chapter on re 
ligion, Mr. Haas gives an elaborate inter- 
pretation of Persian mysticism, called Suf- 
ism, apparently one of hie special fields of 
interest, 

The author covers all other aspects of 
Persian culture and society, and his book 
is supplemented with a set of photographs 
and statistical appendices. The average 
reader will be chiefly interested in his final 
chapter, which makes excellent background 
reading on the present Iranian crisis.

It is not only in despotic states 
that those who fail are liquidated 
by the forces whose faithful 
agents they have been, It is usu- 
ally the agents, not the forces 
themselves, who take the rap. 


Senators Tobey and Brewster 
have done a fine job, but the 
credit does not go to the Repub- 
lican party. There have been hid- 
den Republican pressures on the 
side of Mr, Pauley as powerful as 
the open Democratic pressures. 
Mr. Pauley represents a concept 
transcending and exploiting both 
parties—depending on which is in 
power. 


Pauley’s Oil Empire. 


In this concept, the state is an 
instrument, not of the people, but 
of the economic “empires,” which, 
by planting fifth columns at key 
points within the state, can con- 
tro] its major policies. The empire 
represented by Mr. Pauley—with 
personal integrity, perhaps, within 
the framework of fidelity to this 
concept—is oil; specifically, it is 
Standard OY of California, 

And oil is not merely an empire 
within the United States. It is a 
worldwide empire. Indeed, the 
greatest assets of Mr. Pauley’s 
bosses lie outside our borders, in 
one of the politically most critical 
centers of the world—the sands of 
Saudi Arabia, where are buried in- 
calculable petroleum riches, devel- 
oped and undeveloped. 

To make the defense of these 
riches a cardinal point of Amer- 
ican foreign policy is natural to 
the oil magnate’s mentality. Hence, 
the desire—defeated after expos- 
ure—that the United States Gov- 
ernment should assume responsi- 
bility for laying and protecting 
1250 miles of pipeline across half 
a dozen countries, the consent of 
whose sheiks should be purchased 
by American agreement to main- 
tain the backward political sta- 
tus quo. Hence the letter to Ibn 
Saud, “great and good friend,” 
dashing the hopes of and promises 
to the Palestinian Jews. 


Far-Reaching Navy Job. 


Hence the concept of the pri- 
mary responsibility of the Amer- 
ican Navy and other armed forces 
to defend the overseas oil em- 
pire against, for instance, the 
Soviet Union, whose state capital- 
ism is no less “greedy for oil than 
is private capitalism. A _ reliable 
Under Secretary of the Navy to 
succeed the present Secretary and 


possibly, then, to work for an 
Army-Navy merger under his 
leadership—what could be greater 
re-insurance for this concept? 
The Navy plus oil! What could 
not be justified from that com- 
bination! For oil is the food of 
ships, and who would deny the 
Navy its sustenance? 

The stakes in the Pauley case 
have been much higher than 
Tidelands oil, or Elk Hills naval 
reesrves, They involve such ques- 
tions as the Atlantic Charter’s 
pledge of “equal access to raw

A Three-Way Struggle. 


There is a great moral struggle 
on, involving the lives, human 
rights and standards of living of 
millions of the “common man” 
who fights all wars, dies for all 
causes and in whose name all 
wars and causes are fought. The 
#ruggle is three-way, among 
despotic capitalism, subverting 
and suborning the democratic 
state; democracy, embracing, per- 
haps, forms and degrees of So- 
cialism and capitalism, but al- 
ways upholding the integrity of 
popular government; and despotic 
Communism. 

Precisely because the struggle 
for the allegiances of mankind 
is so epochal must American de- 
mocracy keep its hands clean. 
The other way lies war, revolu- 
tion and defeat. : 

The withdrawal of Mr. Pauley 
will not answer the question: 
What should American foreign 
policy protect—America, and with 
her humanity and law, or power- 
ful private interests? Mr. Ickes, 
for all his attacks on Mr. Pauley, 
would do well to review his Own 
past oil policies in the foreign 
field, 


A Tremendous Treasure. 


There is oil enough for all peo- 
ples in Arabia alone. There is oil 
to maintain tenth-century despots 
in Oriental grandeur, or help lift 
Millions from ignorance, disease 
and want. There is oil for co-op- 
eration or for greed. 

Senators Tobey and Brewster, 
conservatives, have fought to 
maintain the sovereignty of the 
American Republic over its foreign 
policy, and over internal pressures. 
They are, therefore, true “repub- 
licans.” 

They have been supported by 
some oi] men. It is not true that 
all capitalists put private interests 
above the nation, or see the two 
as synonymous, or that the con- 
fusion of national interest and 
self-interest is a monopoly of any 
class, ’ 

But the matter is not settled by 
the withdrawal of Mr. Pauley. 
Pauleys come and go. They are 
not the players, but only castles, 


kings or pawns, in the great pow- 
er game.

Famine 


Ahead? 


A steam behind it. 


Herbert Hoover is on his way 
to Europe to do the kind of ex- 
pert survey that he should have 
been asked to do six months ago. 
And Secretary of Agriculture 
Clinton Anderson has begun to 
get aside somewhat larger supplies 
of meat and fats for Europe. 


But it is very late and the 
shadow of hunger is very dark. 
During the war years, we had ex- 
ceptional good luck, Nature smiled 
and the earth gave forth in abund- 
ance. Now it seems that this good 
fortune has been reversed. 

A severe drouth in Kansas 
threatens a third of the wheat 
crop. Dust storms have begun 
again. The monsoon failed in In- 
dia. A drouth in South Africa has 
taken a severe crop toll. The po- 
litical upheaval in Indonesia has 
interfered with planting the rice 
crop. 7 
’ So the melancholy roll is called. 
Those who understand the figures 
and the estimates know they mean 
famine—stark, staring famine. De- 
spite all that we do, belatedly, mil- 
‘Mons will die in Indig and in 
: China. 


Jf Government Acted. 


While voluntary savings o1. food 
ean mean a great deal, there is 
another factor in relation to our 
supply which is even more im- 
portant. If the Government got 
behind and pushed, using wartime 
powers, the amount of acreage 
planted in wheat could be greatly 
increased, it is believed, although 
only five weeks remain in which 
to plan a campaign. 

Farmers are planting more corn 
because it is more profitable to 
feed°corn to hogs and cattle. In 
1937, 81,000,000 acres were planted 
in wheat. This dropped to 52,000,- 
000 in 1942 as the war shut off ex- 
ports. 

Last year, the acreage planted 
was 69,000,000. The goal for this 
year is about the same. If this 
could be pushed up by five or 
10 million acres, the measure of 
the world’s hunger would be re- 
duced by that much. 

Working against any such in- 
crease is the fear that the scarcity 
will suddenly end, leaving farmers 
and warehousemen with a surplus. 
The element of speculation enters 
in here, too, 

But those who look at the facts 
in the cold light of reality can see 
n> possibility of a surplus for at 


T long last, it is good to report that there is action on the food 
front. The voluntary conservation program is getting going with 


least two years. The bitter truth 
is that the scarcity and the hunger 
may be worse in 1947 than they 
are in the fall and winter of this 


ear.

Britain’s Food Shortage. 


He has in England his own very 
grave problems. Housewives who 
fed their families on a scarcity 
diet throughout the war have com- 
plained of a further cut in their 
rations now that peace is here. 

I talked with Sir Ben at a cock- 
tail party. As we talked, a tide 
of food ebbed and flowed around 
us fn typical cocktail-party fash- 
ion. The stuffed eggs. The salted 
nuts. The anchovy paste on toast. 
The celery, the olives, The salted 
nuts again. 

Sir Ben said no, politely, several 
times. Finally he took an olive. 

There was nothing dramatic in 
the way he spoke about food 
shortages, but you felt that he 
was looking into the vast crevice 
of the world’s hunger. An against 
the background of unthinking 
plenty, it made him infinitely sad. 


Matter of Self-Discipline. 


For a variety of reasons, ration- 
ing at this time would apparently 
serve no purpose. But we in Amer- 
ica must face the fact that it will 
very likely be necessary next win- 


ter to apply rationing to certain 
foods. 

This is a matter of self-disci- 
pline. We can show that we are a 
disciplined people, capable of 
helping less fortunate nations to 
stability and security. Or we can 
fail. 


The most we can do now will be 
far less than enough. UNRRA is 
sending about 60,000 tons a month 
to China, which is a mere token 
pledge against the magnitude of 
Chinese need. UNRRA is getting 
about half the volume of wheat it 


needs and that may be enough to 
prevent starvation in Europe.

Latter Part of Program Lacks 
Distinction and In- 
terest Declines.

The Civic Music League pre- 
sented Isaac Stern, American vio- 
linist, in the final concert of the 
current season last night in Kiel 
Auditorium. It was Mr. Stern's 
first appearance here in a solo 
recital and he confirmed every 
favorable impression that had 
been carried over from his pre- 
vious preformances with the Sym- 
phony Orchestra, 

Unfortunately ‘all of the music 
on the program did not have 
enough size and weight to en- 
‘age seriously his imagination and 
is gifts. So there was a rapid 
decline in interest toward the end 
of the recital, 

In the Brahms: Sonata in D- 
Minor, Mr. Stern disclosed the 
right mental attitude and the 
exactness of technical control 
necessary for a truly authorita- 
tive projection of every phase of 
the music, of its gravity, its 
tenderness and its passion. The 
sentimental nature of the com- 
poser was made to appear at its 
appealing best, whether in a direct 
lyrical statement, as in the adagio, 
or as an oblique allusion. Mr. 
Stern brought great depth of feel- 
ng to the music that was doubly 
effective through being tempered 
with dignity and restraint. The 
quality of sound was. consistently 
beautiful throughout the sonata 
and the performer’s’ tempo, 
ryhthm, phrasing and stress, all 
contributed to an effect of 
energy and poetic breadth. 

Alexander Zakin played _ the 
piano part of the sonata with a 
musicianship that matched that of 
hi: companion. The piano would 
have been heard to a little better 
advantage if the lid had been 
raised enough to allow more tone. 


‘| Messrs. Stern and Zakin also took 


the measure of Wieniawski’s D- 
Minor Concerto with the greatest 
of ease. Mr. Stern imparted a 
soaring romanticism to the first 
two movements and tossed off the 
final allegro with appropriate 
bravura. 

The “Grave and Fugue” from 
the A-Minor Sonata for violin 
alone by Bach, was a virtually 
perfect demonstration of violin- 
istic execution, and the C-Major 
Rhapsody by Berla Bartok, which 
showed a sharp originality with- 
out departing from a typical rhap- 
sodic style, was delivered with a 
contrasted freedom and warmth. 
The other numbers on the pro- 
gram were Two Caprices by Paga- 
nini, Schumann’s “Prophet Bird” 
in an arrangement by Heifetz, and 
the “Introduction and Rondo Ca- 
priccioso” of Saint-Saens.

PROPOSED COUNTY LIBRARY 
TAX 10 PER $100 VALUE 


A special tax of 10 cents on the

NEW VALUE ON PUBLIC 
LIFE, SAYS GOVERNOR 


Donnelly Tells Research 
Group Government Has Be- 
come Foremost Business. 


A new understanding of the 
term “politics” has become neces- 
sary with emergence of govern- 
ment as the “foremost business 
enterprise of the country,” Gov. 
Phil M. Donnelly said in an ad- 
dress at the twenty-fifth anni- 
versary luncheon.of the Govern- 
mental Research Institute at Ho- 
tel Statler today. 

Politics has beer defined as the 
science of government, but the 
word has acquired a bad name, 
the Governor said. “We have 
needed to lift our national, state 
and local thinking in regard to 
government work to a_ higher 
plane,” he asserted. “I believe 
these changes are taking place to- 
day, and that there is a new con- 
ception of the importance and 
worth of public life.” 

He praised the Governmental 
Research Institute, a privately 
supported organization, for its ac- 
complishments in civic education 
and improvement of government 
administration, asserting that such 
activities have contributed to a 
new public appreciation of the 
field of public business. 

Donnelly cited particularly the 
work of the institute in support 
of the new State Constitution, 
which was approved by the people 
and of which the Governer was a 
strong supporter.

Under cross examination by 
Kevin Clarke and Erwin C, 
Fischer, examiners of the Natural- 
ization Bureau, Funk admitted 
Hellmuth Huse and Anton Kessler, 
bund members, were visitors to the 
camp as well as Diel.

part to play in our Democratic 
society and to a considerable ex- 
tent these groups represent the 
public, functioning in- organized 
segments. ;

ing. After the House has passed 
the bill, it comes to the Senate 
and then you hear from everyone 
whose appropriation is cut.” 


On another occasion in the hear- 
ings, Representative A. S. M. Mon- 
roney (Dem.), Oklahoma, vice 
chairman of the joint committee, 
and Representative John M. Cof- 
fee (Dem.), Washington, a witness, 
agreed that the lack of regular 
Congressional recesses to permit 
Congressmen to return home cre- 
ated a fertile field for the opera- 
tions of lobbyists. 


Regular Sessions Urged. 


They pointed out that pressure 
groups “purporting to rtpresent 
blocs of citizens” can exert undue 
influence on a legislator who has 
not had the opportunity to return 
and find out what his constituents 
actually are thinking. The com- 
mittee report recommended regu- 
lar recesses. 


Another witness in the hearings, 
George H. E. Smith, research 
assistant to the Senate minority 
floor leader, suggested that no 
representation made to a Congres- 
sional committee by an agent of 
a pressure group should be ac- 
cepted unless the group certified 
that at least a majority of the 
membership authorized the state- 
ment, 


“The problem I see there is 
this,” Smith said. “We have na- 
tional organizations who come be- 
fore a committee, and the secre- 
tary, or the national director, says, 
‘This is the farm bureau’s posi- 
tion’, or ‘This is the manufactur- 
ers’ position’.” 


“In many cases,” he continued, 
“these representatives have not 
submitted that position to the 
membership at all, it is merely a 
direction from a small group, a 
board of directors or council, and 
they presume to speak in the 
name of three or five million 
members.” 

Prof. Walton Hamilton of Yale 
University School of Law testified 
“the great weakness” of Congress 
is its susceptibility to pressure. 
“The public interest is noble but 
often hard to define,” he said.

“Its support is usually too diffuse 
to register.

The records of the hearings in- 
clude a memorandum by Donald 
C. Blaisdell, an economist who in 
1941 prepared an authoritative 
monograph on “Economic Power 
and Political Pressures” for the 
Temporary National Economic 
Committee, of which Senator Jos- 
eph C. O’Mahoney (Dem.), Wyom- 
ing, was chairman. Blaisdell saw 
a twofold danger in the activities 
of special-interest groups. 

First, he said, there is a danger 
in accepting uncritically the iden- 
tification of the interest of any 
group with the national welfare. 
A group thinks of its interests as 
identical with those of the nation 
as a whole and it wants others to 
think so. But if the general wel- 
fare is the resultant of differing 
views advanced by various seg- 
ments of the population, it follows 
that it can never be identical with 
the conception of it formed by any 
one of the participating groups. 

Second, there is danger in at- 
taching too much weight to pro- 
grams of special groups. The cor- 
relation between the vigor with 
which such programs are pressed 
and the weight of opinion which 
they represent is rarely exact. 

Testimony from Lobbyist. 

Testimony was taken from at 
least one lobbyist, Robert K. 
Lamb, legislative representative of 
the CIO United Steel Workers. 
Lamb, acknowledging “I happen 
to be a lobbyist,” said Washington 
was full of lobbyists and that most 
people can distinguish them as 
they see them in operation, 

It was his opinion that if lobby- 
ists were given an official stand- 
ing of some kind, their effective- 
ness would be enhanced. 

“Congress ought to be able to 
take them or leave them as the 
case may be,” he said, “depending 
on the need for their advice or 
services in connection with a 
given congressional investigation 
or hearing.”

Menus for 
Tomorrow

F you ever ate suet or crackling 
| biscuits as a child, the chances 

are that you are still very fond 
of them, Finding crunchy, flavor- 
ful nuggets distributed in the 
crumbs of hot tender biscuits is 
a delightful surprise. Since both 
suet and cracklings are next to 
impossible to find these days, the 
most perfect substitute that is 
available is bacon. When bacon 
is carefully broiled or panfried so 
as not to brown the drippings so 
that when cooled it can be used 
as shortening along with the 
crumbled crisp bacon in the bis- 
cuit dough, it produces a hot bread 
that is most delicious. In fact, 
the biscuits are so flavorful and 
rich that little or no butter is 
required to enjoy them. 

These biscuits will be welcome 
any meal in the day. They are 
especially delightful with salads. 
When they are intended as a salad 
accompaniment, cut them out with 
a small cutter. And don’t make 
too much of an attempt to knead 
the dough smooth. A slightly 
crinkled rough crust is really more 


appealing than one that is as’ 


smooth as cement. The test of the 
biscuits is when you bite into 
them—tender, crispy crust, flaky, 
tender crumb. One thing to re- 
member is that these biscuits, even 
more than any other kind, must 
be served blistering hot, the in- 
stant they are pulled from the 
oven, 
Bacon Biscuits. 

One-fourth pound bacon, two 
cups all-purpose flour, one-half 
teaspoon salt, four teaspoons bak- 
ing powder, two-thirds cup milk. 

Cut bacon into %-inch cubes and 
saute until lightly browned. Re 
move from fat, but do not drain. 
Meanwhile sift flour, measure and 
resift three times with the salt 
and baking powder. Measure one- 
fourth cup of the bacon drippings. 
Gradually add to the dry ingredi- 
ents, stirring to evenly distribute 
the drippings. Add the crisp ba- 
con and the milk all at once and 
stir. vigorously until dough just 
stiffens up. Turn ohto a floured 
board and knead at least a minute, 
then roll to %-inch thickness. Cut 
with a two-inch biscuit cutter, 
dipped in flour. Place on lightly 
greased baking sheet. Bake in a 
hot oven, 45 degrees F., for 12-15 
minutes, or until golden brown. 
Serve immediately. Twelve to 15 
biscuits.

So why act 
so choosey? 

As for open drains, public gar- 
bage dumps, unquarantined dis- 
eases, uninspected herds, uncon- 
trolled rats and roller towels and 
common drinking cups in every 
school, the good old days accepted 
these as acts of God... and 
blamed Him for all ensuing epi- 
demics, 

Even worse than the dirt was 
the moral cowardice of the ’80s 
and ’90s. People at large would 
permit almost any degree of do- 
mestic and civic scandal “as long 
as folks didn’t get talking.” Count- 
less abuses needed exposure but 


that was the era of glorified hush- 
hush, 

Dirty, cowardly, dishonest and 
downright smug about it all—these 
are only a few of the charges 
which may well be brought against 
the “good old days.” Then why do 
so many mourn their passing? 
Because it’s human nature to want 
what’s past and to condemn all 
changes which might possibly call 
for a little effort on our part. 

So you can safely bet that we 
will always be eulogizing the good 
old days in spite of the livery 
stables.

ANTRUMS are not to be per- 
T niittea They are an indication 
of a disposition to dominate 
the scene, to get whatever the re- 
bellious one thinks he wants. The 
best way to cure this is to douse 
the screaming, kicking child with 
cool water until he quiets down. 
Then, with professional calm al- 
ways, dry him off and put him 
to bed to sleep it off. Cool water 
won’t hurt him, but it will change 
his attitude of mind very soon. 
Display no excitement about the 
proceeding. Calm cool strength is 
what is needed. If a child thinks 
he can make an adult tremble, he 
will go any length to do so. If he 
finds he can defeat an adult and 
have his way in spite of all the 
adult can do, he will control the 
situation from there on. 
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CHILDREN have no sense of 
their need for guidance and con- 
trol. They have little understand- 
ing of their relationships to their 
parents. To them parents are 
sources of comfort and pleasure 
and at times of distress. If they 
can get a maximum comfort and 
a minimum of discomfort from 
their ralationship they do so. They 
arrange to do so. 

This does not mean that they 
are ungrateful, scheming heartless 
little wretches. Not at all. It 
means they are using what intelli- 
gence they possess to make their 
way in life as easy as possible, as 
happy as possible. It is our duty 
to give them the experiences that 
will enable them to discover the 
best way of getting the most out 
of their relationships with us.

West led the heart king, but 
when East played the discourag- 
ing deuce, he shifted, safely, to 
the spade jack, South won, 
cashed his othdr top spade, then 
led a third round.

East 
won, and not wanting to leave 
his partner without a possible 
exit card in diamonds, now re- 
turned the heart nine.

West's shift to the trump jack 
at the second trick was described 
as “safe”"—by which I meant that 
it was the best play available.
